Bjr a letter in another columo it will be 
aeen that ihti erihi which we pointed oai 
•CTtfral duya iigo, ua \\kv\y to rB«iili (rom llie 
mining regulalioii that divided the cluinis in 
the oantre uf the creeic, are brtgiouiiii} lo 
in»k* themselves felt oh Leecb river. Oo i h e 
var>' first attempt to flume the creeh a dis- 
pute arose aboiit the tuioiog of the watsr, and 
the Comtnisiiouer, wjihout giving hiiaaell the 
ilighleal trouble in tno mullcr, decided 
Bgaioat the partits who were iiljoui coBlerring 
a boon on the minors l)y dispelling at oucu 
all doobia about the bed of tbe stream. It is 
ezcaedingly ubfottanata that with mining 
regulalioua no ioipeirect we should have tliu 
atill lurlher drawback of an uiipi actical man 
for a Gold Commissioner. Had His Ki- 
celleaoy sulecleil roiho oiio who poasedsed u 
minins experieiiCB, and who looked upon 
bis position as one inrolving serious res- 
ponsibilities, a good deal of the dilfioully 
might be avoided ; for persoiia holdiug oppo- 
site claima might have been uiude subject lo 
certain condilious iliui would have cunipelltd 
one parly or llio other, or boili, lo cuiiini uoe 
fluraing at a certain period. At present 
everjrtbiug seems brought to a staudatill, 
either because some parties are uaable or un 
willing to flu/718. The dilDcuities wliich pre 
sentoc! theiuoelves to the miueia in Uie first 
iaataiice of working the bed of the sneBjii 
are new g^jUBrnlly aeknou ledged lo 
have bueo exuggeruled ; and it ia said 
bf experienead, nitio that tbara is nothing 
to preveot Ibe wbrktbetog oumpleted id lime 
to give the bed a iliorocgb pruspeciing the 
p'eaeul jesr, pro»ided proper regulations are 
made. It ia scarcely ueceasiiry to poim to

kind of sleepy indolence 8eo/n< to h^ve yot 
hold of the men who are to devel(ip the first 
foldan leaimrces uf Vancouver IsfupJ. Aff 
this, no Uuubt, would be changed, if we hud 
Ilia eii'erKeiic niiuurs ul Calllur-iia or Oaribun ; 
but, unforiunalely, as ive liuve pieviousfy 
Said, ihe iiiujuriiy of tliuiiH on Leecfi rivcr, 
are men unused lo the pick and sliovil, und 
WbO SHdiii quilo cunteDl lojee oilii rs devidop 
the creek, belure they hurt their hands Aith 
tba use ul miuiog iiiipl meats. All this i.-- u 
heavy inX on the determined men who are 
aiiiinus to give Ihe bed of the river >i irj„l ;

Editob British C oi.o.s-ist: Sir— I like ihc 
appearance of this placu very much. So l.ir 
as indications ol gold are concerned, you can 
gel the color anywhere. I hare seen a piece 
of gold that was taken out of ths Wake-up- 
Jake, or Kaysor claim, which weighed up- 
wardsof II4 02.; it is said to be the largest 
picoo taken out since Booth got his. This 
claim is two or three hundred yards lower 
down the creek than Booth's, and on ihe op- 
posiie side, about two miles up what is called' 
Loecli river, but in reality a continuation of 
Sodliu. The river ia all claimed. There are 
largo stakes about six or eight feel high, 
oiuck up in the centre of the alream, whick 
reminded mo very much of an Indian grave 
yard on the Fraser. It is a most unfortunate 
inistske making the centre of the river ihe 
starting point for claims. There should have 
been river and bank olaime, and persons 
then coald cbooso Which they pleased. By 
this arrangement,, onertbird mora olaims 
would have been aHordad. The miscbiel 
being done of conrao oai^not be undone, the 
claim ownera having acquired a legal right 
Irom the government which cannot be aet 
aside; but there is an improving, or working 
coiidilion attached, wliiuh if intelligently 
managed, ean got the heller of the dilliculty. 
There elioulJ be say 10 days given lor all 
parlies 10 Uuino the river, or abandon it. — 
Where the stream cannot be turned without 
disputes, llie commiasioiiur sliouUI diroel how 
it bhoulii bo done; and of course this oliiei.il 
ought to 1 e a clever, [. radical man, so lhat 
no injustica should be done. I'lie gn-at ob- 
ject should bo the speedy developinaiii of tho 
mines, to sea if there is oiiytliing in the bed 
of ihe slream. Theio should be no tirna lost; 
for it ia likely the rain will bo U|ion us ii, a 
couple of months, and tho prospectors in tho 
hills will shortly fill tho creek wilh rubbish 
of ono kind and another, so as to make creek 
working an undertaking so formidable that 
few will attniupL it. There are but lew 
rockon at work on the river, washing out dirt 
taken Irom the scrapings of the eroppinga ol 
rotten slale, and a little gravel. In a lew days 
all Ibis sort of light diggings will be worked oui, 
and the rookera laid up in ordinary. Theenly 
worl; that can be done with any advonlage at 
prusL-iit is fluming the stream and getting into 
ti.e bed to soo it tlieru is anything thero, 
rtioie ought to bo gooil diggings in the river, 
judging by tho prospects alreaily obtained 
anil by the similarity of Leech to otlior rich 
rivers. Ii is very like the North Fork tf tho 
Yiiba river in California.
